Due to much publicized 'ASIATIC FLU* that has 
filled the pages of all newspapers lately, many people 
are prone to become extremely agitated because of the 
widespread proportionsof this illness. It is well to first 
consider the many facts that pertain to this condition 
first among which is thefallacyof its name. Itwasnam 
edAsiatic flu because of it's origin in the asiatic coun 
tries and has it happened in Mexico, it would have 
been the Mexican flu. According to research done 
this influenza or grippe, is one of the milder typesand 
I ike any other illness may cause severe reactions in is¬ 
olated cases and especially where no preventive care 
is taken. 

The flu or grippe is one that causes, fever, aches 
and pains, and inflammation of the respiratory mucous ■ 
membranesand passages. This disease usually is local¬ 
ized but as in this cose, has been pandemis or world¬ 
wide. the lait severe pandemic with more than IO;OUU 
00 people dying of a virulent type was in 1918 andas 
usual was severest in those wartorn countries where 
poverty and disease ravaged nearly everyone. 

It is also notable that this disease attack where large 
groups of people are concentrated and under conditions 
that would fatigue them such as in army training comps 
plants employing people, etc. 

Generally the first warning is a chill or feeling of 
cold or fever followed by prostration with a great sense 
of fatigue in the legs and back, headaches, lack of ap¬ 
petite with or without gastro-intestinal irritationand a 

weaknessthat causes the afflicted to feel as though his 
strength was gone completely. There may also be sore- 
throat cough with usually no phlegm and somepain 
in the chest or sternum. The fever may rise up to 101 fa 
and in more severe cases, run as high as 103 to 104 fa. 

It may take from a few days to several weeks to 
convalesce and this will include symptoms of weakness, 
fatigue and sweating. There is one danger sign and gen 
eral ly when the cough last longer than five days and 
becomesproductiveorheavy. It is possible that secon¬ 
dary bacterialpneumoniamay have set in and this can- 
become very complicated hospitalization being required 
in severe cases. 

It is important to consider the essential facts rela¬ 
tive to prevention since it is far easier to prevent than 
cure. Plenty of water and juices, rest, proper diet 
and sufficient sleep plus supportive therapy or supple¬ 
ments are essential. In the uncomplicated cases, bed¬ 
rest and proper care and diet are generally sufficient

Because of the fact that many people-even well 

informed people—Jo n0 f have the correct information 
regarding what constitutes bigamy and some of the ex¬ 
ceptions therefore, I thought it might be of interest to 
some of the readers of EL EXCENTRICO to learn some¬ 
thing about this crime. 

The actual definition of said crime is set out in Sec¬ 
tion 281 of the Penal Code of the State of California, 
which reads as follows: 

‘Every person having a husband or wife living 
who marries another person, except in the cases 
sspecjfied in the next section, is guilty of bi¬ 
gamy. 

The foregoing Section refers to exceptions set out 
is Section 283 which is as follows: 

* *1. - To any person by reason of any former marr 

iage, whose husband or wife by such marriage 
has been absent for five successive yearswith- 
out being known to such person within that 
time to be living;nor 

*2* -To any person by reason of any former marr 
iage, which has been pronounced void^ annuled. 
or dissolved by judgment of a competent Court*. 

You will note the first part of Section 282 is almost 
self-explanatory, but one must take particular note that 
that said Section does not mean just actual separation 
for the called for five years, but that it must be a fact 
that the person contracting the second marriage has no 
knowledge that the husband or wife in question is li¬ 
ving during the said five years. 

Part 2 of the foregoing Section 282 needs some ex¬ 
planation in that the pronouncement of the marriage to> 
be void, annuled. or dissolved by a Judgment of the 
competent Court means that said marriage must have 
been absolutely and finally dissolved Ordinarily, by 
the term of *having the marriage'declared void or an¬ 
nulled *ipso facto means that the marriage has been com 
pletelyand finally terminated. However, the term diss 
olved by judgment of the competent Court* needs fur¬ 
ther explanation in that the State of California, as well 
as many other States» have a provision for the granting 
of an Interlocutory Decree of Divorce, which Decree 
does not absolutely and finally terminate said marriage. 

In spite of the foregoing^ many people make the 
mistake or are erroneously informed by well wishing 
friends, that new nuptials can be contracted so longos 
they contract them in another State. This is not the law 
For if a marriage exists and is valid, that status fol lows 


the persons involved no matter where they may go. 

After the granting of an Interlocutory Decree at 
least in California, the Final Decree can be acquired 
only after the expiration of one year, and then not au¬ 
tomatically, asa Motion has to be made by either party 
to have the Final Decree signed by the Court and ac¬ 
tually entered in the record of the Court, and it is not 
until then that a new valid marriage can be contracted. 

The next question that may come into the reader's 
mindmay be what happens if you do commite bigamy .The 
answer, of course, from a viewpoint of criminal law is 
that you have committed a felony, and the punishment 
therefore is ser forth in Section 283 of the Penal Code 
of the Stote of California as follows: 

*Bigamy is punishable by a fine not exceding 
five thousand dollars ($5.000) or by imprisonment in a 
county jail not exceeding one year or in the state prisior. 
not exceeding ten years*. 

From the practical standpoint, some people convic¬ 
ted of this crime are actually sent to jail, and in some 
instances even to prisión, as set forth in the preceding- 
Section. 

On the other hand, in some cases, because of no 
actual intent, or malice, or particular advantage being 
gainedby the guilty person, are disposed of by the Court 
with a great deal of wisdom and sympathy, tempered 
with mercy, and those persons may be merely placed on 
probation or given a reasonable fine. 

Nevertheless, an intervening bigamist marriage 
gives birth to many other undesirable legal ramifica¬ 
tions, either for the innocent party of the bigamist marr¬ 
iage, or the guilty party, to wit: it effects property and 
community rights, the rights of support and alimony 
for the parties involved^ the rights of innocent inter¬ 
vening third parties, not to mention extensive costsof 
litigation to correct the marital status of all parts in¬ 
volved.
